I've been hearing this for quite a while. What I've fouind is that the 
seller (E-Bay) wants to make all his money on the shipping. So the 
exorbitant rates. Yes, if you ship Priority mail and a larger heavy package, 
you're gonna pay, but parcel post and UPS?FEDEX can do it cheaper, if you 
get the accounts and discounts. I work for the Postal Service here in the 
states, and I have an account with UPS. My thoughts from here, Dave, are 
that you need to research your options before you ship anything. There are 
at least 5 ways to ship with USPS (not all are available for every item) and 
you've forgotten about the big grey dog (Greyhound Package Express). They 
are the ONLY way to ship a BIG HEAVY item, and have it get there in one 


piece. Overseas shipping is another can of worms, but people who want things 
of that nature and live there, usually expect to pay to get them.
